SECOND DAY OF THE SLICKEHS CASE 
IN COURT. 


Continuation of tbs Trial of the People 
vs. the Gold Run Ditch and 
Mining Company. 


The trial of the sliekena case—People vs. 
Gold Run Ditch and Mining Company—was 
resumed at 9:30 a. M. yesterday in the Supe­ 
rior Court before Judge Temple. [Note—W. 
C. Belcher was inadvertently recorded as one 
of the attorneys for the plaintiff. He is for 
the defendant.] The plaintiff resumed its 
case. I. N. Hoag was [again placed on the 
witness stand.' 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
I. N. Hoag was cross-examined by Mr. 
Catlin. The great fire was in November, 1852. 
My refcollection is that the rain came next 
day, and it was continuous a good while after 
the fire, Eay for two weeks. I am sure it be­ 
gan to rain the next day. The rainy season 
set in then. Large vessels came np to Sacra­ 
mento up to 1851, and ceased to come because 
displaced by steamers. The steamer Senator 
came on the river about 1850, or 1851; think 
the New World came on a year or six months 
later; can’t say if both ran in 1850; can’t 
say when the WilBon G. Hunt, the Ante- 
lops and the McKim’ ran, but it was 
early; am not mistaken that the steam­ 
boats ran off the ships. I will qual­ 
ify it by saying the Bhips were originally 
consigned to Sacramento, and ceased to come 
when consignments were transferred to 
steamers at San Francisco. I frequently 
towed ships up the river with the Beta, my 
boat. That was in 1850-1. Ships did not 
ceaBe coming because they could not get back. 
The ships that came wore such as came around 
the Horn. Do not know their tonnage. Will 
not say a 300-ton ship came, or state the 
tonnage of any ship. Have farmed for ten 
years on 250 acres, four milee above Sacra­ 
mento, on the Sacramento river. Have cul­ 
tivated 100 acres there. Originally it was 
bought by my grantor of the State as swamp 
land. Never took up any swamp land my­ 
self. Leveeing was begun on the Sacramento 
by farmers on their own account, under no 
law. Subsequently the State passed the re­ 
clamation law, and then it proceeded under 
that law. The levee on the Sacramento river 
is part of that system. As the land goes back 
from the river it recedes to the tule lands. 
That is the general character of the land 
along the Sacramento river. The slope is 
quite uniform. As it was in 1849, the aiopo 
ran back about, a mile, on an average. Some 
places it was but half a mile, others over a 
mile. One place this side of Fremont it is 
but a few hundred feet, where it is supposed 
a creek once went in. In the Lisbon district 
I do not think the slope íb as narrow as 400 
or 500 feet. 1 never measured any except 
my own. I can name places where it 
is 
over 
a 
mile 
wide. 
From 
my 
place up for two miles it is narrow. 
From there up it is broad again. Bight at 
Washington it was not a half mile to where 
the tules originally were. But there a neck 
of tule ran in. No, they didn’t come up to 
within a quarter of a miie of the bank. Some 
slo pes there have been covered with sedi­ 
ment, so they are now broader, but such 
places generally show spots of tule. Back of 
Washington the strip of land would origin­ 
ally measure half a mile. The reilroad 
trestle work runs for half a mile over 
laud that was nos tu!e. The main tule 
toward Davisville is about five miles wide. 
The slope toward the tula is gradual. The 
ground surface in the main tule is cow as low 
as the Sacramento river. Originally it was 
not so ; it was higher. I judgo that the bot­ 
tom or the river was a little deeper than the 
tule land. I never measured it ; I give it as 
my opinion. Hava measured the depth of 
the Sacramento river, opposite J stieet, with 
poles and lines. 
TII17RE WAS A FLOOD 
In the winter of ’4 9 ’50 that brought the 
water over Sacramento. It filled up the tule 
in Yolo. There was no slickens then. The 
water made a lake over in Yolo four or five 
miles wide. I think ’50 -’51 was a dry season. 
Think we hod an oveiflow then, but had a 
large one in ’52-’53. That was when I ran a 
steamer to Hoboken. I believe, or think, 
Jerome C. Davis that yc-ar ran a steamer over 
the tule basin, and also in ’CO-’61, or ’61 -’C2. 
Iu high water, or flood season, a small 
steamer can go over the low lands on the 
Yolo side. Don’t know if it ever was done 
on the east side. Think they might. The 
American river did overflow the bottom lands 
along the Sacramento above i t ; and so, as I 
said, had a mouth three miles wide. That was 
in 1852-53. In December, 1861, there was a 
flood, and also in January, 1862. That over­ 
flowed Washington entirely. It was a sheet 
of water from there toward Davisville, 
probably ten railes wide. 
A steamer 
ran over that overflow then, landing 
at the old Tule House, five or six miles 
west of Sacramento. 
I don’t know if 
it went further. It could have dene so by 
going further down, certainly. The flood of 
1861-2 did not discharge debris to such an ex­ 
tent at the mouth of the American river as 
to attract my attention. There was some, 
however, I believe, at the bridge. Our levees 
were small then. There was an old elsugh 
below 'Washington, and it is there now; it 
runs back iuto the tule. There were several 
of these. The one I remember had been 
filled up by Mr. Beed, but that year it 
washed out and s.md-banks in the river were 
washed up opposite it, but there was no gen­ 
eral deposit of debris. Through the old sys­ 
tem of sloughs, where there was a light sandy 
soil, there was some wash of sand. There 
was a system of old sloughs of that kind along 
the river. Putah and Cache creeks discharge 
iüto the tules. Putah does so from ten to 
twelve miles from Washington, perhaps less. 
In the winter Putah ere»k discharges a very 
large body of water into the tule basin, 
but not a volume equal to that of 
the American river. That discharge of 
Putah creek helps fill the tule basin. 
North from Putah creek some sixteen miles 
is Cache creek. That discharges a large 
body of water also into the basin below 
Knight’s Landing. These creeks contribute 
to make the water high on the lowlands. 
The water in the basin generally comes from 
the creeks first ; next it comes in from the 
Sacramento river near Knight’s Landing, or 
rather at the lowest break. It ran in at the 
English break for years first. Sometimes the 
American contributes its waters first. When 
the rain is in the east the American contrib­ 
utes first; wijen in the north, the Sacra­ 
mento first; when in the west, the creeks 
contribute first. The exception to the fill 
being from the creeks or the American Í3 
when the Sacramento rises first. It is a long 
river, and its north waters seldom get here 
until the American river has risen and fallen 
again. In the Sacramento river, high-water 
mark has been rising for eight years. At the 
last flood it was between 26 and 27 feet. 
When the river is np to 24 feet it is high. 
Then if the American rises high also, it pro­ 
duces an unusual flood, for the rivers dam 
the waters at the junction of the two streams. 
It was so in 1852. It occurred again last 
winter. Of my land on the river about 100 
acres is tule. When I first bought it, in 
1868, the tules were high, but they don’t 
grow so high now. because the sand and sedi­ 
ment have made more ground that will not 
grow tule. Generally the deposit destroys 
the tule. Some seasons they could cultivate 
three-quarters of a mile back on my land— 
wheat was raised on it tliat_ far back once, 
but that was in an exceptionally dry year. 
The deposits spoken of consist of 
SAND, SLICKENS AND SEDIMENT. 
I never analyzed either. The Blickens is the 
finest; the sediment is a degree coarser. The 
latter is beneficial when mixed with adobe 
roil. Don’t know why “ slickens ” is cailed 
“ slickens.” When the slickens is dried it 
does net make a superior soil; a certain de­ 


gree of it may improve adobe if plowed in, 
but I never tried it. I have tried tho sedi­ 
ment. I never had slickens on my place. I 
know of slickens being cultivated on the Me- 
Feeny place, now belonging to Dr. Snyder ; 
that was before the doctor got i t ; it was 
about three years ago ; it was planted to po­ 
tatoes. Don’t know what the owner’s opin­ 
ion cf slickens was; men sometimes make 
mistakes in experimenting as agriculturists. 
Before I went into agriculture, I ran a ferry 
and made and imported agricultural imple­ 
ments, and was for a period Secretary of the 
State Agricultural Society. 
Iu building 
]evee6, to some extent, we dig np material 
from the bank of the river, standing the levee 
back a little, and digging out in front, leaving 
a dug-out. Sometimes the levee has been cut 
under and let fall in, by reason of the dug- 
outs, but not generally ; nor does the digging 
generally weaken the bank, for the system 
is to leave space enough to bear the 
weight of the water; but some have 
built very near to the edge of the bank. It 
is not bo opposite Sacramento. Generally, 
when they cut away the natural bank, it is 
where the levee has been broken, and re­ 
paired, and they are forced to do it. Such a 
system renders the levee less secure. It is 
less protected. The Sacramento river is not 
as straight in front of Sacramento! as in ’49, 
because a bar is formed on the Yolo side. 
You could see the bar yesterday, before the 
water rose. That bar projects east from the 
old bank 100 feat or more. 
It is not now 
covered with water. It runs out for 160 feet, 
all the way from the bridge to below J 
street. It is a bar on one Bide of the river, 
and by reason of it the river is not straight. 
The other bar. or ¡Bland, below the bridge, is 
not now out of water, but the bar on the side 
of the river is four or five feot out of water 
to-day, and it slopes up to and joins the bank 
of the river. It bends the river at low water, 
not at high. The water in the Sacramento 
and American rivers was clearer six or eight 
years ago, than now. Then it was colored 
some, but not as now. Placer mining began 
to color the waters as early as 1854, when­ 
ever there was a wash into the river from 
the placerB ; it was colored more and more as 
placer mming increased, but the last eight 
years it has been colored more than fifteen 
years’ before that. 
But by color I don’t 
mean tho sediment it now carries. 
The 
water, at high-water, was colored in 1860, 
and less colored, but some, in low water. All 
rivers bring down some sediment ; these 
rivers did. 
Spring flo o d s 
Always colored the water less than the first 
floods. Iu 1860 the water was considerably 
colored. A little of one material will color 
the water much, when much of another will 
color it but little. The fine Blickens colors 
the water. Some cf it came down in 1860. 
We called it mud then—that is what it is. 
“ Slickens” as a word wasn’t coined then; 
but there is a mud we wouldn’t call slickens. 
The finer we wouldn’t call mud ; when dried 
it is like a whetstone, only of different color. 
If natural soil on the bottom lands washed 
off and deposited on lower lands, I’d call it 
mud ; but if it was yellow, and of the kind I 
have described, I ’d call it slickens. Since 
February, 1850, ‘ when I went there, Wash­ 
ington has been overflowed several times, 
in ’52-3, ’61-2, and last winter. I think 
these are the only times when it has been 
completely overflowed. At other times the 
waters have been high in it. I think in 
1868 it partly overflowed. 
Between here 
and 
Davisville 
the 
railroad 
track 
has been obstructed and washed away 
by floods in the tules, perhaps three times, 
and has been injured several times, and last 
winter, and once before, very badly injured. 
I know something of the debris brought down 
by Futah and Cache creekB. It has covered 
lands in Yolo several feet by the changing of 
the mouth of one or the other creek. These 
places have thus been made valuable land for 
cultivation. There is no mining on these 
creeks. 
Capay valley is narrow, with an 
alluvial bottom ; Cache creek runs in it, and 
washes away earthy material, and carries it 
upon extensive tracts of land in Yolo county. 
Putah creek does the same thing. It rises 
in the coast range. It is quite a large river 
at times. There were, ten yeara ago, between 
Knight’s Landing and Cache slough (not 
Cache creek), on #the Sacramento river, on 
the west side, few* farmers who did not have 
fruit trees ; some more, some less. Eecd had 
a fine orchard; also Flanders: also Bell. 
Flanders’ was from eight to fifteen acres ; 
Bell’s about as much. Fruit raising on the 
river over there has been abandoued gen­ 
erally, except apples and pears. Fruit culture, 
iu all varieties nearly, at one time was over­ 
done, and that injured the business of raising 
certain varieties. 
Q —Was not peach-raising overdone in 
these orchards ? 
A .—Yes, but the fruit growing was not dis­ 
continued because of that, but because the 
fruits couldn’t be grown there. There was, 
it is true, overgrowing and a small market. 
If water came near the surface when we need 
irrigation it would be advantageous, but it 
do63 not come then. The effect of sipage 
water that I spoke of, is produced in the 
soring, and the soil is kept so damp and cold 
that we can’t get in a crop early enough to 
make it grow well. I refer to all kinds of 
crops. It is caused by the water rising in the 
ground from the river sipage. That occurs 
right on the bank slopes as well as back of 
the river. That bank land is the best land 
we have on the Sacramento river. These 
lands originally were swamp lands, of course. 
All tho lands on the river are injured that 
way. It has been 
GROWING WORSE 
Year after year, and now it is intolerable. 
More me engaged in agriculture bow than 
formerly, but there is less successful agri­ 
culture. I mean that while we have been 
endeavoring to cultivate we have not had 
success. A year ago last spring it was gen­ 
eral that we got in a crop—it was not general 
that we harvested it, because of spring tip- 
age. I am not much acquainted with Grand, 
Eandall and Sherman islands ; have been on 
them. They have tried to reclaim them, and 
some years raistd good crops, but lately it 
has been a failure. The orchards on the east 
sida of tho Sacramento river begin some seven 
miles below Sacramento, and run to Stearn- 
boat slough, and were formerly the garden 
spots of the State. Now they are not suc­ 
cessful. The peaches sr.d stone fruits gen­ 
erally are injured. Mildew comes first to 
p3ache8, and it is attributed to water on the 
roots. It don’t hurt pears and apples so 
much. It hurts apples more than pears. 
The latter wiil stand right in the water and 
bear. 
Ke-direct examination by Mr. H art: The 
potatoes in the slickens spoken of did not 
grow. They were on the Feeny place. In 
some spots, only a rod apart, there would be 
good potatoes and poor enes, or none. The 
good were in the sediment; in the slickens 
no potatoes would grow. This place is be­ 
low* Washington. It is on the Sacramento 
river, and runs back a mile, or a mile and 
a half. Lirt.hy matter conies down Cache 
ana Putah creeks. They run through a 
light, sandy, loamy soil, which they wash 
down. It makes a very good soil when de­ 
posited at the Binks of the creeks. Near 
the sinks the lands are out of water when 
the banks are out; but as to the hight of 
the land there above the river, I can’t say. 
The Sacramento river runB cn a ridge. As 
yo„u go from the river, the land recedes to 
the tule, and these creeks empty into the 
tules, and there, at the sinks, they deposit 
their train. At first it is not good soil, but 
after a time, and by plowing, it is good. 
But Blickens don't lose its character ; it don’t 
assimilate with the original soil. When it 
deposits, it is like soapstone or paint. I 
never saw any soil in the Sacramento val­ 
ley like slickens. It does not exist in the 
eoil, but only where it is brought to it by 
overflow. 
I know it comes from tho 
mountains and the mines. I never analyzed 
it. I do not know what gives it its color. 
It is vastly different from what comes down 
Putah and Cache creeks. In digging wells 
about Woodland they find old cobble beds 
of creeks. Seasoning in that way, the whole 
country there was formed by creek deposits. 
At the mouth of Cache creek the formation 
is now a spur of several hundred acres push­ 
ing oat into the tale. Ths Sacramento river 
water above the Feather, when I paw it Ia»t, 
four or five years ago, had no slickens in it ; 
it was clear. Where the Feather and Sacra­ 
mento uoited, the waters were rimilar, a3 to 
their difference in color, as at the Sacramento 
and American junctions. One is natural 
water color, ^ and the 
other slickens 
color. Iu ’49-50 most of the town of Wash­ 
ington was under water, not all of it. In 
’50-1 it was an open winter. There was a 
flood in ’51-2, or at least pretty high water. 
In ’52-3 there came the big" flood, with 36 
inches of rainfall and over. There was no 
flood in ’53 4, nor in ’54-5 ; can’t say as to 
’55-6 or ’56-7. The floods in Washington 
have been more frequent iincs 1870 than be­ 
fore ; more frequeut in the last ten years. In 
1876-7 we had a dry season. In all the other 
seasons, for seven or eight years, water hsa 
came into the town more or less, so as to ob­ 
struct the coucty road each season. (To Mr. 
Cadwalider): I know Maine Prairie. It is 
at the head or near the head of Cache Blongh. 
The slough is at the south end of the tule 
basin or [system. Cache slough is jnat this 
side of Bio Vista. Its mouth is about thirty- 
three or thirty-five miles from Sacramento, 


When the water in the tules west of here is 
high the water in Cache slough is high. I 
don’t know that the water takes its level 
from Cache slough. In very high water the 
tnle water runs into Cache slough, but it has 
to be very high to reach to Mains Prairie. 
All that don’t go into the river goes out 
through Cache slongb, which, if all others 
were closed, would be the only outlet from 
the tnle basin. The land in the basin will 
average 15 feel below the levee tops. Cache 
creek empties into the lule basin north and 
west of Sacramento, and -------- [The Court 
here checked Mr. Cadwalader, and held that 
one counsel must alone examine each witness 
—that is, the one beginning with a witness 
must finish with him.] 
RECROSS-EXAMINATION. 
No, elickens soil is not like adobe soil, and 
its only difference is not in color, for the black 
soil has the elements of growth in i t ; the 
slickens has not. The adobe has Boil in it 
made from vegetable decay; the other has 
not. I have not analyzed either. After a 
seed has got a start adobe will nourish i t ; if 
it dries and bakes, however, it won’t let tho 
plant come out of the soil; but keep it in 
good condition and it is the best soil we have. 
Slickens has more of mineral quality ; it has 
not in it decayed vegetation ; I don’t know 
that it has mineral substances in it from an­ 
alysis, but I do know there are alkalies in it. 
I know one will produce, and the other don’t. 
That is an agricultural answer. The two 
don’t look alike ; not even excepting as to dif­ 
ference as to color. Slickens will color or 
paint your hand if you rub it on as dry as you 
please, but adobe won’t do that. Slickens 
will grow willows; it won’t grow what we 
usually sow on land. I don’t know that it 
will grow anything of that order. Sediment 
I know will produce. Slickens is a light- 
yellow, or drab, in color. 
There 
is 
difference in the color of slicken?. 
I 
did not say it was red, but reddish. W hat is 
drab but a tint of red in yellow—a sort ot 
maroon tint in it ? I know slickens comes 
down the river from the mineB. The river 
washes some agricultural lands. I know 
slickens comes from every mine the river 
washes. I know there is a mining bar only 
twelve miles from Sacramento. I know of 
Mississippi bar, and that others ssnd slickens 
here. Negro bar is near Folsom ; some comes 
from there; soae comes from every mine 
washed by the river ; Bome comes from Mor­ 
mon Island, and from Coloma, etc. That is 
my opinion, and I state it as a fact also. I 
know the water comes through those mines. 
I know that at its velocity it will bring debris 
with it. and whatever it takes up. I know 
the slickens comes here in the water. Very 
little slickens comes from land that is agri­ 
cultural, because rivers where mining does 
not exist do not bring Blickens. The Missouri 
does not bring down our kind of Blickens. It 
bringB soil sediment. 
JOHN HOAGLAND 
Was next sworn, and was examined by Mr. 
Cadwalader: I arrived in California Sep­ 
tember, 1849. I settled above Washington, 
Yolo county, adjoining the town plat, and 
half a milfe above the present bridge and di­ 
rectly opposite the new mouth of the Amer­ 
ican river. My place was on the west bank 
of the Sacramento river. We built there 
June, 1850. Have lived there ever since up 
to last year. The first Swamp Land Com­ 
mission was organized in the spring of 1859. 
The law gave the Commission control of all 
the swamp lands in the State. I was a mem­ 
ber of the second Commission. Since 1850 
have lived and traveled on the Sacramento 
river almost constantly. Below the mouth of 
the American, in the fall of 1849, the Sacra­ 
mento was a very clear stream, with high, 
hold banks on both sides, of a sandy and 
black loam. There was very little hard-pan 
on the west Bide. We found seme spots of it 
on the east side. The new mouth of the 
American river was made in tho fall of 1862. 
I think the work begau in October. The wa­ 
ter came through that cut-off that winter 
about December. Part of it came through 
the cut-off and part by the old mouth. The 
old mouth was part of the original harbor of 
Sacramento city for 600 or 700 feet above the 
old Pioneer mills. I have seen large vessels 
lying up there—sea-going ships that drew 
eight or nine 
feet of 
water. 
One 
sunk there 
somewhere. 
It must be 
about the line of B street and above Front, 
and Borne 600 or 700 feet from the Sacra­ 
mento. I had a cabin there till up to Jan­ 
uary of that winter. We went away for a 
time, and coming back found a vessel rnovre 1 
there. The old mouth oí the American river 
was about 600 or 700 feet wide in the chan­ 
nel. It was a very deep stream then and of 
clear water. The water in the Sacramento 
above tho American was very clear water. 
We call the Sacramento a straight river in 
front of the city. I never, in those days, saw 
any bars there. At my farm I had a high, 
held bank, with large trees growing cn it. 
All along tho banks large trees grew, and 
many overhung the water. I remember 
one 
SIX FEET THICK. 
They were all along the margin of the river, 
and above Washington they were numerous ; 
same projected over more than half. The 
sycamores would grow in clusters. In 1850 
I saw vessels at Sacramento of the same 
character you would see in any seaport town. 
We used to take our fruit on flat boats, and 
it took very long poles on them at the ordi- 
nrry stage of the river. Some places we 
could not reach bottom at all. I’d say the water 
was fifteen to eighteen feot deep at low-water 
mark in the channel of the Sacramento river. 
The soil was of the character of the bank. 
Fisherman’s beach was in front of my place. 
It was a smooth, broad-sloping beacii of sand, 
so hard hor. es eould walk oa it. Fishermen 
stretched ssine3 ou it. It ran nearly a mile above 
where the bridge is now. The beach extend­ 
ed from the bridge up to and past my plac?. 
Low-water channel at any place was, I 
should pay, 700 foet wide, and the channel 
was right at - the bank. I knew of, and 
beard cf no bare in the river in those days, 
and I was on the river daily. My house was 
160 feet from the bank. We drew the water 
for the house from the river by pumping. 
I never observed much fill in the river at any 
place till two or three years after the Ameri­ 
can was turned. The Sacramento river banks 
were eighteen to nineteen feet above low- 
watcr mark. In the center of the channel, 
at any place, the water was twelve to thir­ 
teen feet deep at low water. Ths original 
bad of the Sacramento river is now iiliod 
fiom my place down past Sacramento some 
fifteen feet. It is all filled between the line 
of trees on the east side and the line of the 
old bed, and a channel is cut out on the east 
side. This fill, or bar, extends down to tho 
bridge nearly, and then it changes, and the 
fill or bar occurs on the west, or Yolo side. 
The bar now is scone fifteen to eighteen feet 
deep, and from the old banks of the river at 
Washington to the edge of the fill, ¡3 from 
200 to 300 feet. As to the fill in tho Sacra­ 
mento channel, opposite Sacramento, since 
the opening of the new mouth of the Ameri­ 
can, 1 cannot say. I never measured i t ; but 
I’ve seen steamers stuck there and unable to 
get up above K street. That was in '65 '66. 
But I know about the fill on the Yolo shore, 
as stated. I knew of no bars there previous 
to 1863. I noticed no material change in the 
water till rfter 1862. When the waters 
first rise in the American the water is 
about as thick and muddy as it can 
be, and runs about as much mud as 
water. 
’The American river, after going 
through the new cut always left large bodies of 
mud on one side or the other of the stream. 
When a freshet comes, we can see these 
banks melt away and roll off in great pieces. 
The water ¿orneo with great velocity, and 
meeting these bars, makes great swells, and at 
first these bars for some days usurp almost 
the whole channel of the ¡Sacramento river. 
As to 
THE MATTER IN SUSPENSION 
In the waters of the Sacramento and the 
American, the latter is more highly charged 
with mud. It is not perceptible in the Sac­ 
ramento river at any place ; but the other is 
mud, mixed up, and all the water will hold. 
The Sacramento river water would, by all, be 
usod in preference to that of the American 
river water. The first would be tit for all 
family uses. 
It would be clear, or sub­ 
stantially so. That of the American river 
would be thick aud muddy, and when set­ 
tled would leave a slimy mud. I tended the 
bridge over the Sacramento nine years, and 
observed the waters well. You could easily 
see the difference in the water of the two 
rivers. The American river ran acrosa my 
farm, and the place was destroyed December 
25, 1867. The American ran right acrosa the 
Sacramento river, and over my place. It 
washed down ths bank and Isvee, and went off 
west to the tule basin. My improvements wera 
destroyed, aud I lost my utensils and stock. 
The river treed me for two days and nights. 
At that time the river left no deposit, as on 
the west there were then no bars, and as 
the fall at 'rr.y place was abont fifteen feet 
from the bank back, and the velocity wan so 
great that it swept all before it. Last winter 
it crossed the plaoe again. Before that it 
flowed in above and below me. aud filled and 
deposited a sand that will blow abont with 
the wind. I believed it to be the American 
river water that deposited it. Tho Todhou­ 
ter break occurred three years ago. The 
American river went through it, and a large 
quantity of light Band was deposited on n.y 
place. I know the differencs between baud 


and slickens. I have seen slickens iu the 
mountains at the mines, and in the 
reservoirs of the mines, and on and 
along the American. It is a mud or pulver­ 
ized earth. I’ve seen since 1867 some of the 
same character on my land, that I saw in the 
mountains and mines. Originally my place 
was nearly a mile above the mouth of the 
American, and until 1862-3. The American 
rises rapidly, and will raise ten or twelve feet 
in as many hours, and come down in five and 
six-foot swells the whole middle of the river. 
At first it is confined to the channel, but as it 
rises it cuts away each side, and meanders 
from side to side, and rolls down like a big 
dam, the water bearing on its Eurface all 
kinds of timber, legs, parts of houses, and 
many mining blocks ; a kind of block used in 
the flumes, part round and square, and about 
12 and 18 or 24 inches in width, and some six 
inches thick. They are made by cutting off 
log ends. They aro used to protect the bot­ 
toms of flumes. I’ve seen the river surface 
almost covered with ’em. We ujed to catch 
’em at the bridge, 
At this point, 12:30 p. M.. the Court took a 
recess until 2 P. M. 
Afternoon Session. 
Court reassembled at 2 P. M. 
Mr. Hoagland continued—The water in 
the American originally was very clear. The 
mining blocks I speak of were badly worn, 
some worn out. They came down the Amer­ 
ican frequently during high water. The 
American river caused an overflow of my 
place three years ago—1878. It also over­ 
flowed la3t winter and overtopped the levee 
all along; it left two very bad breaks. Tbe 
current set across from the American and ran 
over my place for.three months. A t one 
time it was ten feet deep. The sheet of water 
extended from Bryte’s to Washington, a dis­ 
tance of three miles. This water set across 
from the American river, and it left on my 
place deposits of sand, in 9ome places ten 
feet deep. The heaviest deposit is a half 
mile from the river bank, and extends back 
to Captain Hodgkin’s place, which is about 
west of M street, Sacramento city. This de­ 
posit is a mile and a half long ; the land is 
destroyed for agricultural purposes. I am a 
practical agriculturist, of twenty years’ ex­ 
perience. Deposits of this character cannot 
be successfully cultivated ; will grow nothing 
but willows and cottonwoods. This class of 
timber, of a very heavy growth, is standing 
on the ground at present. The cur­ 
rent of the American, which crosses the 
Sacramento river, has a southerly direction. 
Hollister’s place is eighteen miles south cf 
Sacramento. Have never been below Hol­ 
lister’s. The current from the American 
during flood times has destroyed the town of 
Washington, and has discouraged those own­ 
ing land. Some have abandoned their homes. 
I do not consider it a safe place to reside dur­ 
ing the winter season. The soil cn the bank 
of the Sacramento river, from Brytc’s to 
Steamboat slough, is the best land in the 
State, and peculiarly adapted to the raising 
of fruits. It is susceptible of raising 
THREE CROPS 
Annually, of different produce. From 1852 
to 1S63 we had no trouble in raising fifty to 
sixty bushels of wheat to the acre on t’uii 
land. It was, prior to 1863, the finest orchard 
land in the world. These overflows from the 
American river have destroyed nearly all ths 
trees. The peaches and plums have been al­ 
most entirely destroyed. This overflow es­ 
capes through a river slough, thirty miles 
south of Sacramento. I have been to San 
Francisco on steamers several times since 
1854. When the American river is low it is 
a small Btream, and occupies only abont one 
fourth of the width of its bed. Immediately 
after large fiesheta a bar is formed in the Sac­ 
ramento river below the mouth of the Ameri­ 
can, extending sometimes to tho bridge be­ 
tween Sacramento city and the town of 
Washington. I have seen one bar there a 
mile long, five hundred feet wide, and five 
feet above low-water mark. There is a bar 
there to-day extending from the mouth of 
the American river to the Pioneer Mills. 
The old mouth of the American is completely 
filled up. There is left no evidence to indi­ 
cate that it had ever been a river cbadhe! 
Tho bar above the Pioneer Mills occupies one 
half ths Width of the present river channel 
and all of its original bed. This bar has been 
for the last ten years 
A GREAT ANN05ANOE 
To the steamers which laud at the Pioneer 
Mills. The [bar below the bridge, on the 
west side of the river, during the years 
1875, ’76, ’77 and ’78, was a serious impedi­ 
ment to steamers passing through the draw 
of the biidge. Thi3 bar is a ndle in length 
and occupies onr-half of the river channel. 
This liar has been in the river more or less 
siuce 1856. Opposite M street it is narrower. 
The steamers now piying the river do not 
draw as rnnch water os the New World, 
Antelope, Chrysopolia and other steamers 
which formerly plied its waters, ihe steam­ 
ers now draw only from three to three and 
a haif feet. The Antelopj was a sharp- 
keei boat, and drew much more water than 
the steamers running on the river at pres­ 
eat. The Senator, Wilson G. Hunt, Mc­ 
Kim and New World were all very large 
boats. The Senator is now plying as an 
oceaa steamer on the Oregon line. The 
channel of the Sacramento river opposite J 
street is 150 feet narrower now than it was 
when I first came to Sacramento. The 
early overflows of the Sacramento river 
below Bryte’s plaee, prior to 1863, did 
our agricultural interests but' little harm ; 
did not destroy nor hurt the growth of tho 
trees. 
THE ORCHARDS 
In my vicinity were planted between 1851 
and 1854. The water up to 1863 did not hurt 
the trees. My place was destroyed in 1868. 
My sister’s place, adjoining mine, also suf­ 
fered the same fate. The overflows in early 
days did not cut the b.mkj much. I have 
tried to cultivate this sacdv deposit. Where 
the deposit is slight, and mixes with the soil, 
it produces well, but where it has any depth 
it is worthless. This deposit always grows a 
heavy crop of willows, which is hard to grub 
out.Cross-examination by Mr. Catiin: Tho 
channel of the Sacramento river now occupies 
the place where my house formerly stood. I 
thick that during the mouths of July and 
August the Sacramento river carries three 
times as much water as tho American. The 
American is a much more rapid stream ; its 
water has a greater velocity than the Sacra­ 
mento. The floating capacity cf the Sacra­ 
mento river, above the mouth of the Ameri­ 
can, is ten times that of the latter. The 
immediate cause of the destruction of my 
place was by the changing of tho American 
river channel. Not all the water of the 
American ran over my place ; Eome of the 
water of the Sacramento ran there. Portions 
of both rivers ran over my place. The cur­ 
rent ran swiftly, and cut up the original soil. 
Where that landed I do not know. Some 
trees were carried five miles. That year there 
was no evidence of deposits on my land, but 
some on the road below. Naturally the soil 
would go into the tules, but I never 
found 
any of 
it 
there. 
My 
land 
wa3 first 
overflowed in 
the spring 
of 1853. Very little water was on my 
place in "49. Some was on the back part of 
it. It came there from the Sacramento. The 
American was then below me. Iff ’51 and ’52 
there was no overflow on my land. In the 
’52 and ’53 flood we had but little water on 
my land. The Sacramento in high stages 
used to flow out of its banks above us and 
pour through sloughs back into the river be­ 
low. That was the action of all the upper 
rivers above us. I’ve noticed that we gener­ 
ally have high water in the spring, and some 
of those floods have overflowed through 
sloughs above and below me. After ’53 those 
sloughs were leveed across mostly. That was 
about tho first leveeing done. That made 
the water some higher in the river. The 
higher it is the more the water draws to the 
center. *It does not ceces’arily make greater 
pressure on the banks. The filling of the 
slough-rnouths still left the sloughs, and when 
the water got over the banks it flowed to the 
sloughs and went off into the tales or washed 
out the embankments again, which generally 
then were but light. In 1853 we had a flood, 
and iu 1861 2, and they went over all the 
natural banks. Those were the only two 
that generally flowed over 
ALL THE BANKS. 
The waters of Cache and Putah creeks, and 
the American and Sacramento rivers, of 
conr-.e combined in the tale basin. The old 
bed of the American river does not till np 
with water every winter. There may be 
some in a slough there, but I never saw any 
in the mouth lately, save in flood tiroes, when 
it is all over, and covers the whole country, 
old bed and all. Don’t think it covers the 
old bed first. Some places of that bed is in 
gardens now. The bed Í3 generally as high 
now as adjacent lands—as the Johnson ranch, 
for instance—and that is sometimes under 
water. A wing-dam was built in tho Sacra­ 
mento to keep the channel on the esst side at 
Sacramento. Fisherman’s beach was not an 
old bar. It appeared that there was afl old 
Indian settlement there once. It was a 
beach, not a b a r; a beach of gentle 
slope. 
Tbe ssnd was different there. 
I have heard of Haycock shoals. Don’t 


know anything cf them. Don’t know if they 
are five or ten miles down river. There 
is not more water in the Sacramento river at 
a low stage in front of Sacramento city in 
late years than at like stages in the ’50s. In 
1S50 the water was twenty and twenty-two 
feet at the shore for the whole width of the 
river. There was as much again water then 
as now, as the river channel was then deeper. 
Maybe as much water passes now as then ; 
can’t say as to th at; but the amount of water 
in the river, from shore to shore, was greater 
in 1850 than now. We had tides then here, 
eighteen inches to two feet, and had a stiff 
current frcm shore to shore. In 1868, after 
the railroad came into W ashing ton, a very 
strong levee was built by the company. Two 
yeara ago the river broke through that. A 
break has been open all the past summer on 
the Yolo side 500 feet above the railroad 
bridge. About 800 feet above is another large 
one, with one or two small ones between. 
The Sacramento river will go through these 
when it rises. Those breaks are not repaired 
because the people are 
NOT ABLE 
To do it, and not because tbe American river 
current would destroy the levee. There is 
some 400 feet of slope or shelf bank outside 
the breaks now, and until the river wears 
it away the levees are only a question of 
hight. This side of the English break tho 
levees have been mended np to the English 
dam. That is at Bryte’s place. The Amer­ 
ican overflows Cox & Clark’s place, above 
the mouth and opposite Bryte’s and the En­ 
glish break, long before the river threaten® 
the levees opposite its month. The building 
of levees on tho lower Sacramento causes, 
some think, the river to be higher at Sacra­ 
mento. It is not a settled question if they 
cause the water to back up, and I am not set­ 
tled if the leveeing up won’t create a stronger 
current and make tbe river carrying capacity 
greater. If the river beds were now as they 
originally were, with the levees on them, the 
etreams would carry all the wa*>rs. That is the 
best engineering opinion. All tbe breaks are 
tbe result of cross-currents—that is tho gen­ 
eral opinion. The cut-off of the American 
river is all an artificial canal—ail dug out. 
Don’t know what was done with the ma­ 
terial ; part of it was put in the river. There 
was a slough there between the two rivers— 
“ Brannan slough.” There was a 50-foot- 
wide strip of land betwoc-n, and tbe Commis­ 
sioners cut it for 500 or 6C0 feet. TJ e water 
never materially enlarged the cut. They cut 
down some sixteen or seventeen feet They 
then went above and cat into the slough. 
That formed A DIRECT CANAI. 
That conveyed the water frcm the old lied to 
the new mouth through a new bed. For a 
time a part of the water came still in tbe old 
bed, aud a wing-dam was built to turn it into 
the new channel. 
Bo-direct examination by Mr Cidwala- 
der—The bar that forms in the old mouth of 
the American river is annually largely 
hauled into Sacramento for filling. Large 
numbers of teams begin in August, and work 
on till rain fallí, (iu two or three occasions 
all the bar was liauled into the city. Teams 
are now engaged there. Each year a new 
bar is formed there. The American river, 4 
think, on all occasions risen after a storm 
before ihe Sacramento river does. So it 
strikes across the Sacramento and controla 
the cutrent of the latter. The American 
river current shows itself by high swells, and 
they can be seen three-quarters of a mile off, 
and steamboats generally avoid them if they 
can, and get into shoal water on the 
other side, and small boats Btrike in­ 
land, as they can’t resist them at all. 
These waves or swells appear to 
bo 
three, four and five, or even six feet 
high, and spurt away up as if some 
impediment was met. All this time the Sac­ 
ramento river would be unaffected and quiet. 
When the Sacramento current arrives it 
equalizes the American, and generally tbe 
American goes down early. After the Amer­ 
ican current strikes my place, and goes over 
it, the water goes southwesterly, toward the 
tules; it Bpreads out; some of it may go 
along 9loughs down the river, along the river­ 
side. Some sloughs lead out direct to the 
tules. One current I saw lead ont toward 
the eastern margin of the high land in two 
high-water ways, and the sand remains to 
show the conree taken. There used to be an 
up-stream current in early times, say in 1867. 
The American waters came over ami struck 
the banks at my place, divided, and one-half 
ran up the Sacramento a mile or more and 
one-half down stream. This wis before the 
waters went over the bank. But these currents 
cut under, bo when the water got higher the 
levee gave way and fell in. Up to 1860 I 
was on the river every day. After the flood 
of 1S62 we never saw any perceptible tide 
in the river here any more, though we have 
thought occasionally we could see some tidal 
rise eiuce. RECKOSS-EXAMJNATION. 
The English break is in a short angle cf 
the liver above Bryte’e. That was always a 
dangerous place. Tho waters gathered in 
there and made a deep cut. There used to be 
an old slough through there. I wasn’t there 
when the break took place, and don’t know­ 
how it occurred. T con’t think the tule land 
has been benefited by the liver deposits ; no 
one recognizes such a thing. The margins of 
the tule lands have been cultivated, and 
sometimes the land Uear out into the tules. 
Vegetables have been grown on such land. 
Tula lands along their margins are considered 
among the richest of lands. 
5 
IV. HODGDON 
Called and sworn for the plaintiff : I live in 
the town of Washington. I have resided 
there thirty-one years. I came to California 
iu a sailing vessel around the Horn in 1849. 
1 stopped a few days in San Francisco, and 
then came to Sacramento. I arrived iu 
Sacramento in March, 1850. The Sacra­ 
mento river was then a clear stream ; could 
see fish in the bottom of the river twenty-five 
or thirty feet deep. The vessel I came up to 
Sacramento city in was two or three hundred 
tons burden. Ships, schooners, barks, 
and ocean vessels of all kinds came to Sacra­ 
mento city. I have seen vessels of 400 tons 
capacity anchored at Sacramento. The water 
of the American river at that time was clear, 
and its banks were high aid bold, and twenty 
feet above low-water mirk. I have seen ves­ 
sels anchored iu the American river, oppu. ite 
Fourth street. Tho Sacramento river runs 
through a ridge. The American river ran 
through a hollow at its mouth, and above 
that to the foothills through a basin. Tbe old 
mouth ol the American river is all filled up 
with sand and sediment.! Every trace of a river 
bed is obliterated. Tide filling in is a Coarse, 
gray, loose sand. I have been a farmer since 
1850, on the Yolo side of the Sacramento 
river. The water that con.es down the river 
is heavily laden with a reddish or yellow 
mud. The water of the Sacramento river, 
above the month of the American river, is 
not so muddy as that below tba confluence. 
This mud is deposited in the beds of 
the rivers and along their banks. The Sac­ 
ramento river, in my opinion, has been filled 
up two-thirds of its original carrying capacity 
siuce 1850. In that year there was always 
22 feet of wattr in front of Sacramento city. 
It would then carry vecsels of tho largest 
size. It now would not fl >ai an ordinary 
ocean vessel. Tho filling in of the river 
channel has ruined its navigation. As early 
as 1885 or 1866 boats of large size had to stop 
plying between Sacramento aLJ San Fran­ 
cisco.

THE CHARACTER OF THE JURY. 


The ju ry impaneled to try G uiteau does 
not appear to be a particularly favorable 
specimen of the genus. 
The rigid exam ­ 
ination to which th e venire has been sub­ 
jected could not b a t result in liitering out 
th e m ost intelligent and therefore the most 
positive of the num ber. 
The prosecution 
seems to have concluded th a t it m akes very 
little difference w hat kind of men the jury 
is composed of, but th is is not a t all a safe 
conclusion. 
The man who did no t th in k 
the assassination of President Garfield an 
incident of sufficient im portance to talk or 
think about, y et who has been adm itted on 
the jury, is quite as likely as not to regard 
G uiteau as an object of compassion. 
The 
nearer th e condition of stolid apathy is 
reached, in th e choice of jurors, th e less 
intelligence w ill be brought to bear upon 
th e evidence. 
I t is possible th a t any jury 
th a t can bo impaneled in the U nited States 
w onld haDg G uiteau, b u t we do not feel 
sure of th at. 
Experience indeed w arns us 
th a t public opinion is often the very last 
th in g 
thought of 
by juries in m urder 
cases, aDd th a t w hen a ju ry of real fools 
is got together it is capable of perpetrating 
th e m ost incredible outrages upon com- 
monsense. 
No doubt G u iteau s counsel 
has acted prudently for his client in trying 
to obtain the m ost sottish ju ry possible, 
b u t the fact th a t the defense is able, 
through its extravagant num ber of per­ 
em ptory challenges, to atfect this purpose 
so often, shows th a t there is an abuse in 
th e law and practice here w hich onght to 
be remedied. 
As far as can be judged, the 
tw elve men who are to try G uiteau are 
ra th e r below than above th e average of in ­ 
telligence. 
Tho fact th a t counsel for the 
defense in this kind of case alw ays prefer 
stupid jnrors ought to suffice to demon­ 
strate th e danger of the arrangem ent. 
Of 
course it is impossible to do anything 
about th e m atter now, b u t if the fact th a t 
public attention is fixed on this G uitean 
trial causes the unsatisfactory n atu re of 
th e present practice to be generally per­ 
ceived, a long advance tow ards reform will 
have been effected. 


THE SWISS VILLAGE. 


T he Swiss village of Elm is said to be 
clearly doomed to annihilation. 
This un­ 
fortunate village, which is situated in one 
of th e highest p arts of the Alps, and 
w hich was inhabited by a singularly vigor­ 
ous and comely people, who had occupied 
th e same place for m any centuries, was 
some three m onths ago th e scene of a 
dreadful disaster. 
A p a rt of one of the 
tall m ountain peaks w hich incloses the 
little valley of th e village, suddenly fell. 
M illions of tons of earth and rock d e­ 
scended upon p art of the village, burying 
houses w ith all th eir occupants beyond the 
possibility of rescue. 
A bout a hundred of 
th e villagers th u s perished. 
Since then 
there have been frequent indications th a t 
th e process of disintegration was unfinished, 
b n t the poor people of Elm have not been 
able to tear them selves from a place so 
endeared to them by its associations, and 
it seems th ey have lingered on until at 
length it is beyond all doubt th a t the little 
valley w ill be filled up by the crum bling 
mountain, and th a t there w ill rem ain no 
longer any place of residence among the 
sh atte red peaks. 


A so-called N ational Tariff Convention 
is in session at Chicago. 
Its objects are 
stated to be “ the purification of th e pub- 
“ lie service, the restoration ■ of th e na- 
“ tional flag upon the ocean, the advance- 
“ m eut of the interests of th e ship-building 
“ industry, regaining our lost place in the 
“ carrying trade, discusing the advisabil- 
“ ity of an early and progressive reduc- 
“ tion of the internal revenue taxes of the 
“ G eneral Governm ent, and th e discussion 
“ of the means to naturalize new indus- 
“ tries upon our soil.” 
This is a suffi­ 
ciently am bitions program m e. 
I t is, in 
fact, so extensive th a t we are sure th e Con­ 
vention will not be able to do it justice. 
W ho th e projectors of th e m eeting are 
does not appear very clearly. 
A n or­ 
ganization calling itself 
“ The 
Indus- 
“ trial 
League of A m erica” 
seems 
to 
have som ething to do w ith it, bu t precisely 
w hat th e Industrial League of Am erica 
represents we do not know. 
The names of 
th e officers appointed are not familiar, nor 
does any public man beside Rufus Bullock, 
ex-Governor of Georgia, seem to be pres­ 
ent. 
T he general purpose of the Conven­ 
tion appears to be th e advocacy of such 
changes in th e internal revenue taxes as 
will operate to render any reduction of the 
protective tariff im practicable. The object 
aim ed at is one which will no donbt m eet 
th e approval of 
Protectionists, and the 
m ethods proposed for restoring th e national 
m ercantile m arine are entirely w orthy of 
Protectionist statesm anship. 
The Protec­ 
tionists having driven A m erican m erchant 
vessels from th e ocean, and having reduced 
th e Bhip-bnilding interest to insignificant 
proportions, now propose to counteract the 
m ischief th ey have don» by forcing the 
people to pu t th eir hands in th eir pockets 
and pay large bonuses in order to encour­ 
age ship-building again. 
Perhaps th e ship-bailders would not ob­ 
ject to th is plan, though even they ought 
to have sense enough to see th a t it is a 
clum sy and ineffective attem p t to do a rti­ 
ficially, and a t extravagant cost to the 
country, w hat w ould not require to be 
done a t all if th e tariff restrictions and the 
navigation law s were removed. 
In the ab­ 
sence of these paralyzing agencies our flag 
w ould quickly enough regain its former 
suprem acy on the seas, b ut th e P rotection­ 
ists, having crippled our m ercantile marine, 
now propose th a t the country shall buy 
artificial leg3 for it in order to restore the 
healthful condition w hich th eir folly and 
blindness has im paired. 
W hatever pros­ 
perity th e country has enjoyed thu3 far 
has been obtained in Bpite of Protection, 
no t because of it. 
A country of enormous 
resources, and b u t partially settled, pos­ 
sesses v itality and vigor enough to w ith ­ 
stand very heavy burdens, b ut assuredly it 
does not progress th e faster for being 
handicapped. 
Protection to native indus­ 
try is m erely robbing P eter to pay Paul. 
I t is taxing the masses heavily in order 
th a t industries no t sufficiently vigorous to 
stand by them selves may be propped up. 
The stale pretense th a t the masses are 
com pensated by the establishm ent of these 
industries is false. 
In a state of absolute 
freedom from tariff restrain ts and bandages 
those industries would be developed which 
were capable of self-support ; th a t 
is, 
those industries which were m ost needed. 
The presence of a necessity for protection 
proves th a t th e industry requiring such 
propping has been prem aturely introduced, 
and yierefore th a t it can only be m ain­ 
tained at an extravagant outlay. 
If left 
to com petition it would sink, and th a t is 
precisely w hat it should be allowed to do. 
T hen capital would only be invested in 
paying enterprises, and th e result wonld 
be a great economy of tim e and production 
and money. 
The absurdity of th e subsidy hypothe­ 
sis is so patent th a t its advocates havo 
never y et succeeded in m aking a case 
w hich did not h alt lam entably. 
A t th e 
present m oment th e tariff has driven capi­ 
tal out of ship building and ship owning. 
It has found its w ay into investm ents 
which pay. 
I t would not have been thus 
diverted b ut for the tariff and navigation 
law s; b u t having been diverted it cannot 
now be turned back into th e old channels 
w ithout loss to the country, unless the bar­ 
riers are taken down. 
The U nited States 
have nothing to gain from th e factitious 
resurrection of its carrying trade through 
th e em ploym ent of bounties and subsidies. 
W hen it is necessary to pay men to invest, 
th e fact is proof positive th a t th e invest­ 
m ent is not a healthy or desirable one. 
In 
all such cases protection robs th e producer 
of a p art of his profits in order to bolster 
up occupations which have either been 
broken down by th e system which is em ­ 
ployed to sustain them artificially, or which 
are not w anted in the existing state of 
trad e and m anufacture. 
One of the most 
egregious fallacies of Protection is th e be­ 
lief th a t a country necessarily gains some­ 
th in g by building up new industries. Such 
gain can only be had when there exists a 
real and sufficient dem and to support a 
new industry. 
In all other cases th e a t­ 
tem pt results in th e diversion of capital 
from paying to losing investm ents, and to 
conceal th is fact the tariff is resorted to. 
T he Tariff Convention prom ises to do no 
more than revam p the old Protectionist 
sophistries and delusions. 
I t proposes 
n eith er more nor less than th a t the people 
should be m ade to pay for the revival of 
extinct industries. 
T his involves a dis­ 
tin ct and most im pudent imposition upcn 
th e A m erican producer. 
H e is asked to 
accept the ridiculous doctrine th a t it is to 
his interest to support industries for which 
no dem and exists, and th at it is better for 
him to allow him self to be robbed of half 
his earnings thaD to favor the dreadful 
heresy of buying in the cheapest m arket, 
and paying no more for anything than it is 
w orth. 
The N ew England m anufacturers 
have :ung the changes on th is creed for a 
long while, and have had th eir own way, 
b a t there are indications th a t th e great 
W est is w aking up to the w rcng which has 
been done it all these years, and when it 
gets its eyes fairly opened the P rotection­ 
ists will be m ade to realize th a t their day 
is past.

I t is certainly true th a t 
th e President has been credited w ith sev­ 
eral very im prudent purposes, to Eay the 
least, and it is equally true th at he has not 
up to th e present tim e fulfilled any of the 
predictions referred to. 
I t is sincerely 
to be hoped th a t he will not fulfill any of 
them , b u t it appears to us th a t the news 
collectors of the Associated Press m ight as­ 
certain the character of th e current rumors 
som ew hat more accurately, if they m ade a 
serious endeavor to do so. 
A s it is, the 
wildest*gossip is sent all over th e country 
on precisely, the same terms as th e strictest 
m atter-of-fact, and th e press and public 
are left without any clue, to find out the 
significance of th e statements. It is due to 


th e President th a t he Bhould be protected 
against th e insidions malice of those who, 
w hile pretending only friendship for him , 
seem to be a t present busily engaged in 
forging and circnlating stor es calculated 
to w eaken popular confidence in his judg­ 
m ent.

BCHOCLS — A 
CITIZEN’S 
VIEWS UPON THE SUBJECT. 


| 
Eds. Record U sios : Knowing your disposition 
has always been to promote the welfare, and bull 1 
up to a high standard the public schools of Sacra, 
mentó, I am prom pted to ask you to give a little 
space to o n e who has been a close observer; been 
connected with the schools, and still feels a deep in­ 
terest in making the public schools of Sacramento 
second to none in this State, and, indeed, eqnal to 
any in the United States. 
Considerable discussion 
has lately arisen as to the class of men who should 
compose a Board of Education. 
That these im­ 
portant officers should not be chosen by politicians, 
but should be men of character, integrity and busi­ 
ness ability; men of leisure and men having a dis­ 
position to serve the public free of emoluments, 
and with a disposition to do good service for the 
public free. 
Now, Messrs. Editors, I concur in all these resolu­ 
tions. They are good. 
How shall we accomplish all 
that can be;desired, is the question that we would 
like to see solved. It is true that all school govern­ 
ment, all rules and regulations, are made up, and 
teachers selected by the Board of Education—hence 
the great responsibility of the members of the Board 
to the public. Ih e Superintendent, elected by tbe 
people, is to a great extent made simply a servant 
of the Board, to see that its rules and regulations 
are obeyed, the designated course of study fol­ 
lowed, to hold a general supervision of the schools, 
and report to the Board monthly, or more fre­ 
quently’, as the urgency of any occasion may re­ 
quire. 
He should be a man of good executive 
ability. 
* 
First then to consider is, how shall these men be 
selected? Shall they be nominated by a commit­ 
tee representing the Republican and Democratic 
parties, in joint meeting, ignoring all politics, or 
shall they be nominated by the respective political 
committees; or shall a Crawford primary be called 
to nominate School Directors and a City Superin­ 
tendent, and have the committee, or committees, 
jointly invite all who desire their names to be sub­ 
mitted to the people to be sent to the committee 
twenty-four hours before the Crawford primary 
shall be held, and at such primary the person secur­ 
ing the largest vote to be declared the nominee to 
be voted tor? Now here are three separate horns of 
thi3 school question dilemma. The people growl, 
grumble, and don’t get School Directors to suit 
them ; hence the Bchools are not up to the high 
standard that ia thought desirable. Men who take 
the nomination without fee or reward have their 
motives impugned. It is said that they only take 
the position for further political reward. We have 
all heard this, until it is hard to get men to accept 
nominations for School Directors. Can t we settle 
the matter at the approaching election to be held 
on the first Monday in December next? 
We have a City Superintendent to elect. We have 
in the First Ward two School Directors to elect, in 
place of Wiemeyer and Stevens ; in the Second 
Ward Mr. Sta.ker goes o u t; in the Third, Mr. Lord : 
in the Fourth Mr. Tracy’s time has expired; and 
possibly we may’ have the resignation of another. 
So that we have five of the eight Directors to elect, 
and perhaps six. It appears, therefore, that this 
opportunity to reorganize our School Board, and 
select Directors willing and competent, 6hould not 
be allowed to eo by default. 1 for myself am in fa­ 
vor of a new departure. I am in favor of giving to 
the people—to the fathers of the school children— 
a fair chance to select for themselves suitable and 
willing candidates to be voted for in each ward, and 
urge and request and demand that all interested in 
the cause of education shall give their votes and, if 
necessary, their time to bring out all eligible voters, 
and thus obtain a Board of School Directors that 
all can say they hail a voice in creating, and that are 
not simply those chosen by political machinery, as 
lias been the custom iu the past. 
I believe that the committees, both Republican 
and Democratic, w’ould gladly shake hands on this 
question, and thus place' the 'responsibility where it 
properly belongs. 
Let the voters make the nomina­ 
tions and not the committees. The same course I 
would suggest for City Superintendent. I hear al­ 
ready of three or four candidates. There may be a 
doz -n. 
Let the people, I say, nominate this tfficer 
also. The primary nominations would, of course, 
be equivalent to an election. Let us, I say, ignore 
xfiitica in our public schools.

What Dem­ 
ocrat or Republican cares after the election is over 
what the i>olitical complexion of the School Board 
is? The only thiug they are anxious for is that 
those elected will give to the school children the 
best possible educational advantages and a liberal 
and popular course of studies. I do not believe 
that there ever has been a School Board in Sacia- 
mento that asked a teacher or janitor, male or 
female, what their politics were. I never heard that 
question raised. 1 trust it never will be. I hope 
that before the call of our City Tru-/tees for the elec 
tion that this whole subject will be fully and freely 
discussed both through the press, on tbe streets 
atul at the firesides. Let the committees know’ the 
popular wish, and show it the best way, and I be­ 
lieve it will be done. I have conversed with mem­ 
bers of both parties, and so far all say that they 
want to select only the best men that they can get 
to serve. 
The time is short in which to settle this all-impor­ 
tant matter, and if no better plan is soon agreed 
upon, the political committees will be called upon 
to meet and make the nominations. Then we will 
hear again the old howl: “ Unfit nomination,” “ po­ 
litical job,” “ stepping-stone for a Supervisor's seat 
or a chair in the Legislature,” etc. I have given a 
free and unprejudiced view of this matter. I hope 
that this communication will awaken the people of 
Sacramento upon this all-important question—which 
must be of interest to every one—the prosperity 
and general usefulness of our public schools.

the Chief E xecuihe H orticultural and Health Oifi 
cer may appoint local resident Inspectors in any and 
all of the f . uit-giowing regions of the State, whcsc

tb e premises where grown, for the purpose of sale, 
gitt, t istnbution or transportation. 
4 F ruit of any kind infested by any insect or in­ 
sects, or the germs thereof, namely, tlieir eggs, 
larvae or puprc, krow n to be injurious to fruit or 
fruit trees, and liable to spread contagion, im ported 
or brought into this M ate from any foreign country, 
or from any of the United Slates or Territories, i- 
hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, g.ft, 
distribution or transportation.

W ash in g to n , November 16 :h.—The back 
entrance to the Criminal Court-room waH 
onened about 0:30 o’clock this morning, and 
almost immediately about fifty ladies were 
ushered in by the Deputy Marshals and given 
seats in chairs immediately in the rear of the 


A f e w minutes before 1 0 o’clock the jurors 
who had been accepted entered the room and 
took ecats. 
Before 10 o’clock the Court-rcom was filled 
to overflowing, the audience being very re­ 
spectable. 
The Court was called to order, and during 
the calling of the names of the jurore the 
prisoner was brought in. 
His appearance 
wa3 wild and excited. 
He tossed his hat 
upon the desk b;fjre him, and turning 
toward his brother-in-law, Scoville, hurriedly 
whispered something to him in an extremely 
excited manner. The two entered into con­ 
versation, and Guiteau, while speaking, used 
his clenched fist vigorously, as if insisting 
upon a matter which Scoville seemed to dis­ 
approve. 
_ 
The talesmen being called. Judge Cox 
questioned the first talesman, E. L. Kenzla, 
upon his feelings regarding the prisoner. 
Kenzla responded that be did not think there 
could possibly be sufficient evidence to change 
the opinion he had formed. 
The next talesman called was excused al­ 
most at once, he having f ormed a decided 
opinion. 
A laborer named Thomas declared that he 
had neither expressed nor formed an opinion ; 
cannot read, and had never held any conver­ 
sation whatever on the subject. 
Scoville remarked that this man was about 
the kind of juror the law contemplated, but 
the defense did not want him. He therefore 
challenged him peremptorily. 
A colored barber named Williams was 
called, and having formed no opinion was ex­ 
amined by Scoville. 
He read the papers ev­ 
ery morning before 7 o’clock, and being a 
barber, of course had conversed a great deal 
on the subject. In response to an inquiry 
whether he hail ever been a juror in a murder 
case, he said he had, but the jury disagreed. 
This remark caused considerable amusement 
throughout the room. After further ques­ 
tions Mr. Williams was excused. 
Win. H. Browne, a commission merchant, 
being closely questioned by Scoville, and no 
objection being advanced by the Government, 
wa3 accepted, making the tenth. 
George T. Keen, in response to interroga­ 
tories, said there was nothing which could 
change the opinion he had formed, and Beveral 
other gentlemen were as decided in their 
answer as was Keen. 
During the examination of the talesmen 
the following statement was prepared by 
Gniteau, copied by his brother and given to 
the press : 
To the legal profession cf America: I am on trill 
for my life. I formerly practiced law in New York 
and Chicago, and I propose to take an active part in 
my defense, at 1 know more about mv inspiration 
and views in the ease than anyone. My broth: r- 
inlaw, George Scoville, Esq., ¡3 my only counsel, 
and I hereby appeal to the legal profession of Amer­ 
ica for aid. 1 expect to have money so I can piy 
them. 
I shall get it partly from the settlement of 
an old matter in New York- partly from the aa e of 
my book, and partly from public ci ntributions to 
my defense. My defense was published in the New 
York Herald on October Belt, aud in my speech 
published November 15th (yesterday). Any well- 
known lawyer of criminal capacity desiring to as­ 
sist in my defense will please telegraph without de­ 
lay to George Scoville, Washington, D. C. ■ If for 
any reason an application he refused, the name will 
he withheld from the public.

T. Heinlein, an iron-worker, was sworn as 
the eleventh jnror. 
Thomas H. Barron, a carpenter and build­ 
er, answered the preliminary questions in a 
setisfactory manner, and then was more 
closely examined by Scoville. He had talked 
very little, and never formed opinions until 
he had heard both aides. He never had been 
a Freemason. He had once been an Odd Fel­ 
low, but had dropped that Order because it 
was the duty of a good citizen to help every­ 
body. Being asked whether he believed in a 
hereafter, he said the present implied here­ 
after, and he believed every violation of law, 
whether natural or spiritual, would be pun­ 
ished. 
Being asked whether he had ever em­ 
ployed any of the lawyers for the prosecu­ 
tion. he said the only lawyer he had ever 
employee was D avids, and his experience 
with law then was such that he had BOV?-' 
sued a man since. Being aBked whether his 
wife was living, he said : “ Yes, what Is left 
of her, which is not much.” The dry and 
caustic hurcor with which this man replied 
to all questions afforded much amusement. 
Scoville at last made up his raind to accept 
■Barron as a juror, but the District Attorney 
preferred to excuse him, and interposed a 
peremptory challenge. 
• 
The Court took a recess for half an hour, 
and upon reassemblicg District Attorney 
Corkhiil asked that the oath be administered 
to tbe jury as a whole. This being done, the 
District Attorney moved that the Court ad­ 
journ in order to give the jurors an oppor­ 
tunity to attend to their respective business 
matters. 
At this point Scoville rose to make a per­ 
sonal explanation regarding the paper which 
was ob'ained iron} the prisoner this morning. 
He said he did not approve the document, 
and wished it distinctly understood. 
At the conclusion of his remarks the pris­ 
oner arose, and in an excited manner insisted 
that be had not yet accepted the services of 
counsel, and declared that until he did so he 
would defend himself. 
The Court then adjourned nntil to-morrow.

C hicago, November lGth.—At 10 o’clock 
last evening the headless trunk of Miss Ellen 
Ke8ner was found a’ a place known as Wa­ 
bash Railroad and F street, in Englewood. 
Marks on the person of deceased plainly in­ 
dicated foul play. She was 20 years of age, 
prepossessing iu appearance, educated in the 
East and attended the Normal School at 
Englewood. She was regarded as a young 
lady of brilliant prospects. 
Upan learning of 
the fact the town became greatly excited, aud 
bands of residents went out in every direction 
to get a clue to the murderer. Mbs Kesner 
has been acting strangely lately, and the com­ 
mon remark was, “ Something is preying 
on Ellen's 
mind.” 
Last night she re­

feeling ill. She was sent back by that lady,

During the last year the SaDta Ana Val­ 
ley Irrigation Company received 811,S05, 
and paid out 810,550. 
Lumbermen say there has not been a 
time for years that men were so scarce on 
tho Truckee as at present. 
The Red Bluff People's Cause office, with 
everything in it, narrowly escaped being 
consumed by lire Saturday evening. 
L ist week there were icicles seven inches 
long, more or less, hanging pendant from 
the Felton flume, Santa Cruz county. 
There are indications of petroleum in the 
rock taken from the tunnel being run for 
the Santa Cruz Water Company at Eagle 
Glen. 
A tract of 580 acres of land near Santa 
Ana was sold to an Eastern company for 
83S.000 last week, and will be planted in 
fruit trees. 
The Ojai farmers have begun to give at­ 
tention to the culture of grapes. 
There 
are about 50,000 grape cuttings ordered for 
the two valleys this season. 
Ducks, snipe and other water fowl are 
becoming more plentiful in San Benito 
county. 
Good shooting can be had at Soap 
lake and on adjacent sloughs. 
There has been quite an exodus of wheat 
ships from tho Columbia river during the 
past week, and several more are waiting an 
opportunity to get over the bar at As­ 
toria. 
One year ago there were 25,000,000 feet 
of dry lumber in tho hands of the lumber 
companies between Truckee and Verdi, 
but the demand has been bo great this sea- 
Eon that at the present time there are not 
1,000,000 feet ready for shipment. 
The Pacific Mail steamship Rio de Jan­ 
eiro reports at San Francisco that on 
November 8th William Murri, aged 40 
years, a native of Italy, died of apoplexy 
and his body was buried on Saturday at 
sea. 
The Watsonville Transcript says that 
all the saloons in that town were closed 
last Sunday but three, and that the proprie­ 
tors were arrested the next morning. Two 
of them plead not guilty and demanded a 
jury strial, the other one paying a fine 
of 810. 
Many of tho fanners of Lake county are 
beginning to speed the plough since our 
last heavy rains, and much of the ground 
that was summer-fallowed is being sowed 
in grain. 
Our heavy rains for many days 
pa3t have started the hill-side feed and the 
volunteer crop? look nicely indeed. 
In a 
week or two nature will have put on much 
of the verdancy of spring.—[Lakeport Bee, 
Within the past thirty days 3.035 bales 
of hops from the Puyallup yards, Wash­ 
ington Territory, have been shipped to San 
Francisco, viz.: Steamship Dakota, two 
trips, 2,266 bales ; Idaho, last trip, 759 
bales. 
Several hundred bales are yet 
awaiting shipment, and a large quautity 
were left in the railroad house last week, 
the Idaho being unable to take them.

Further Details of the Tragedy 
in Marin County. 


AWFUL SPECTACLE PRESENTED. 


Verdict of the Coroner’s Jury in the 
Matter. 


[SPECIAL BY TELEGRAPH TO THK RECORD-UNIOS.)

S an R a fa el, November 16th.—The little 
community about Marshall was horrified last 
Monday morning by the discovery that a 
most shocking tragedy had taken place at the 
Prince ranch, just over the hill from the 
village, towards 
Tómales. 
Last Sunday, 
when the boy from the Marshall Hotel went 
to Mrs. Prince’s house for milk, he found no 
one at home. The next morning it was tbe 
same, and the lad reported that he saw blood 
on the stops of the house, which the dogs 
were licking up, and the cows were lowing 
and troubled, showing that they had been 
neglected. The occupants of the house were 
Mrs. Prince 
and Herbert 
Osborn, who 
worked for Mrs. Prince. 
DISCOVERY OF THE TRAGEDY. 
On hearing this, S. Ephriam and Felix 
Garcia went to the house, and found the door 
fastened, though the key was on the outside. 
They looked in at the bedroom window, and 
were horrified to see Osborn dead on tho 
bed, his body nude except an undershirt, 
and his features showing that he had passed 
through terrible suffering. Passing around 
to the kitchen, and looking through another 
window, a still more harrowing and awful 
spectacle was revealed. 
Prone on the floor, 
which was covered with blood and strewn 
with various heavy kitchen articles, lay the 
mangled corpse of Mrs. Prince, her skull 
..rushed in, her neck nearly severed by a blow 
from an ax, a horrid gash across her face by 
the same instrument, and everything in the 
room telliDg of a fearful and bloody encoun­ 
ter. Mr. Ephraim immediately telegraphed 
to Coroner Eden and Sheriff Moron, and 
Felix Garcia and Henry Wise were depu­ 
tized by the citizens to guard the premises 
uutil the officers ehould arrive. The news of 
the frightful discovery soon flew about tho 
neighborhood, and multitudes flocked to the 
place, only to be horrified by the awful spec­ 
tacle within. 
THE SCENE OF THE TRAGEDY. 
Mr. N. J. Prince owned and lived upan 
that ranch many years. 
At the time of his 
marriage to the woman now dead, he deeded 
half the place to her. Three children were 
born to them. 
The union wa3 a Btormy one, 
and finally, a year or two ago, their trouble 
culminated in a separation, when Mr. Prince 
sold her his half of the property, and took 
the children and went to Washington Terri­ 
tory, where he now lives. The you eg man, 
Herbert Osborn, son of Levitt Osborn, one of 
the good and substantial citizens of Tómale?, 
had wcrked as a farm hand for Mr. Prince, 
and gossip coupled his name improperly with 
that of Mrs. Prince before the separation, but 
whether with good cause is not known. 
Os­ 
born remained on the ranch working for 
Mrs. Prince until the tragedy. Hs was only 
24 years of age, and has always been esteemed 
a good young man, except as to the liaison 
intimated above. 
There were no living wit­ 
nesses to the facts of the double tragedy, but 
the dumb lips of the dead told the appallicg 
facta with unerring certainty. It is a matter 
of common fame that the two often qua:» 
reled violently.

THE LAST QUARREL, 
Ending in the death of both, must have 
occurred

The 
kitchen 
was

A 
heavy 
frying-pan was on the floor, the bowl in one 
place aud the handlo broken off, aud having 
some of the woman’s hair twisted around it, 
in another. A pair of overalls lay ou the 
floor wet. 
They had evidently been washed 
out to cleanse them of blood. The bloody ax, 
from which th9 woman received reve ral 
blows, was stuck in the ground at the wood­ 
pile at the door. 
Osborn’s body showed no 
signs of the fight. There was not a fresh mark 
or scratch on him. Saturday night, after 
Osborn had committed the fatal deed, he 
went down to Ephraim & Kowaleky’s store 
and bought a trunk, looked at some clothes, 
bought some strychnine, and went home. 
Nothing unusual in his demeanor was ob­ 
served, yet he must then have been strug­ 
gling with his emotion. 
What should he do ? 
Whither ehould he go ! All was dark before 
him ! He sought the quiet of death. 
LyiDg 
di.wa ou the bed of his victim, he took a por­ 
tion of the poison he had bought, aud how 
long ho suffered will never be known. 
VERDICT OF THE CORONER’S JURY. 
The verdict on Mrs. Prince was that she 
was a native of Ireland, about 45 years rf 
age, and came to her death from blows in­ 
flicted with an ax by Herbert Osborn ; and 
on Osborn, that ho died of strychnine, with 
suicidal intent.
